To  the  Warwickshire  County  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  health  of  the  County  for  the  year  1957. 

1.  Poliomyelitis.  (Diagrams  pages  20,  21  and  Tables  29,  31,  32,  33). 

One  of  the  major  activities  during  the  year  was  the  further  development  of  the  polio¬ 
myelitis  vaccination  programme.  The  high  acceptance  rate  in  Warwickshire,  due  to  our  active 
contact  with  the  parents,  gave  us  a  higher  allocation  of  vaccine,  which  was  used  with  speed. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  24,968  children  had  been  completely  vaccinated.  By  the  first  of  July, 
1958,  this  number  had  risen  to  64,258,  giving  an  immunity  level  of  about  50%  of  the  child 
population  under  fifteen  years  of  age. 

The  level  of  registration  is  continuously  rising,  and  is  now  70%  of  the  total  child  popu¬ 
lation  under  fifteen.  Registrations  and  vaccinations  are  the  lowest  in  the  North-Eastern  Area, 
and  this  has  been  the  subject  of  discussions  with  the  Area  Medical  Officer,  who  is  very  much 
concerned,  and  is  extending  his  Health  Education  programme  with  a  view  to  ensuring  that 
parents  understand  the  value  of  this  vaccination  and  are  able  to  make  an  informed  and  realistic 
choice. 

The  further  development  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination,  and  still  more  its  effects,  will  be 
watched  by  everyone  with  the  greatest  interest,  as  it  is  highly  probable  that  we  have  the  means 
of  exterminating  this  terrible  disease  which  has  caused  many  deaths  and  left  a  number  of  people 
with  permanent  paralysis. 

At  the  time  when  the  1957  epidemic  was  developing,  only  8%  of  the  children  under  fifteen 
had  completed  their  two  injections  and  this  was  too  low  to  have  any  substantial  effect  on  the 
epidemic. 

The  number  of  poliomyelitis  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  the  highest  since  1950, 
being  83  paralytic  and  50  non-paralytic.  The  highest  percentage  of  cases  occurred  in  the  North- 
Eastern  and  Central  Areas. 

Fifty-eight  paralytic  cases  occurred  in  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  it  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  only  one  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  developed  in  a  child  who  had  com¬ 
pleted  the  standard  of  vaccination — that  is,  two  injections  with  an  interval  of  four  weeks 
from  the  last  injection.  In  order  to  give  protection  to  the  maximum  number  of  children,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  advised  that  vaccination  be  continued  during  the  summer,  although  it  was 
known  that  a  few  children  would,  by  the  operations  of  chance,  contract  poliomyelitis  before 
the  vaccination  had  taken  effect.  Three  such  children  were  affected  with  paralytic  poliomye¬ 
litis.  One  had  received  only  one  injection,  which  is  known  to  be  inadequate  to  give  full 
protection,  whilst  the  other  two  children  contracted  the  disease  very  soon  after  the  second 
injection,  when  the  virus  must  have  invaded  before  there  was  time  for  the  second  injection  to 
have  had  any  preventive  effect. 

There  were  seven  deaths  in  the  paralytic  group,  two  of  whom  were  children.  None  of  these 
cases  had  been  vaccinated. 

2.  Tuberculosis.  (Diagrams  pages  14-16  and  Tables  1,  34  to  42). 

The  intensive  searching  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  cases  during  previous  years  at  first 
caused  a  higher  level  of  notification  (see  diagram  on  page  14)  but  at  last,  in  spite  of  a  very 
active  searching  for  cases,  the  number  of  notifications  is  falling.  This  is  very  encouraging 
in  itself,  and  it  should  also  mean  a  substantial  reduction  of  the  infector  pool,  with  eventually 
a  further  reduction  of  new  notifications. 
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A  total  of  304  new  pulmonary  notifications  was  received  during  the  year  under  review 
compared  with  415  in  1956.  This  was  an  overall  decrease  of  just  over  one  quarter.  A  slightly 
proportionate  decrease  occuried  in  men,  but  the  overall  incidence  continued  to  be 
higher  than  in  women.  In  men,  the  new  notification  rate  remained  at  a  consistently  high  level 
throughout  the  15-64  age  groups,  but  in  women  the  incidence  continued  to  be  concentrated 
in  the  15-24  age  group  and  no  decrease  occurred  in  this  group  during  1957. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Chest  Physicians,  the  stage  of  disease  at  notification  is 
recorded.  These  figures  showed  a  slightly  lower  proportion  of  late  cases  in  men,  but  in  women 
there  was  no  change. 

At  my  request  the  Chest  Physicians  supplied  further  information  regarding  the  1956 
advanced  cases,  in  an  endeavour  to  differentiate  between  (a)  those  advanced  cases  who  could 
have  been  detected  earlier  and  (b)  those  who,  owing  to  a  rapid  anatomical  spread  over  a  short 
period  of  time,  could  not  reasonably  have  been  detected  earlier.  It  would  appear  that  just 
over  half  of  the  sixty  cases  could  have  been  detected  earlier  and  were,  because  of  their  late 
detection,  expected  to  be  refractory  to  treatment.  The  remaining  cases,  owing  to  their  quick 
anatomical  spread,  could  not  reasonably  have  been  detected  earlier.  Some  of  these,  however, 
are  expected  to  have  a  good  prognosis  owing  to  immediate  treatment  with  the  new  tuberculos¬ 
tatic  drugs.  A  certain  number  of  late  cases  would  seem  inevitable,  but  the  proportion  could 
be  reduced.  The  public  are  asked  to  co-operate  in  their  own  interest  by  availing  themselves 
of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  when  it  comes  to  their  area,  and  by  consulting  their  doctor 
as  soon  as  possible  should  they  suffer  from  persistent  cough,  unaccountable  loss  of  weight  or 
excessive  lethargy. 

The  main  Mass  Radiography  Unit  operating  in  the  County  continued  to  carry  out  surveys 
during  the  year,  and  26,390  miniature  examinations  were  made.  As  a  result,  thirty-four  cases 
of  tuberculosis  were  found.  A  further  twenty-two  cases  were  detected  in  County  residents  by 
the  Birmingham  Mass  Radiography  Service. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  continued  to  be  available  to  contacts  of  open  tuberculosis,  and  711 
vaccinations  were  carried  out.  These  were  mainly  child  contacts. 

Fifty  new  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  number 
of  non-pulmonary  notifications  has  decreased  by  over  one  third  during  the  last  five  years. 

3.  Diphtheria.  (Diagram  page  17  and  Tables  25,  26,  31,  32). 

The  County  has  remained  free  from  diphtheria  during  the  last  six  years,  but  it  is  worth¬ 
while  noting  that  during  this  time  there  have  been  1,048  notifications  in  the  rest  of  England 
and  Wales,  whilst  in  some  countries  of  Europe  such  as  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany,  notifi¬ 
cations  for  last  year  alone  amounted  to  6,744.  The  average  immunity  level  for  children  in 
the  County  is  65%,  but  this  is  too  low  for  safety  and  should  be  raised.  A  sudden  outbreak  might 
come  at  any  time,  and  although  this  could  be  curbed  and  eventually  brought  to  a  standstill 
by  medical  procedures,  several  children  might  have  died  before  the  outbreak  was  stamped  out. 

4.  Smallpox.  (Diagram  page  18  andjTables  27,  28,  31). 

The  total  number  of  smallpox  vaccinations  carried  out  was  6,223,  and  slight  increases 
were  recorded  in  all  age  groups.  This  was  encouraging,  but  the  average  immunity  level  against 
this  disease  is  much  lower  than  for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  being  35%  in  the  1950-57 
age  group.  It  is  true  that  there  have  been  no  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  County  for  many  years, 
and  it  is  rare  to  receive  a  notification  of  a  case  from  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales,  but  it  is 
relevant  to  note  that  during  the  year,  2,000  deaths  occurred  in  Calcutta  alone,  and  people  from 
these  areas  of  infection  can  reach  this  country  in  a  few  days.  Vaccination  against  smallpox 
is  offered,  and  the  public  should  understand  the  risk  they  are  running  in  refusing  it. 

5.  Whooping  Cough.  (Diagram  page  19  and  Tables  30,  31  and  32). 

Whooping  cough  antigen  has  been  available  in  Child  Welfare  Centres  during  the  last 
six  years.  The  level  of  immunity  in  children  born  during  the  years  1952-57  has  been  steadily 
built  up  and  now  stands  at  52%.  The  majority  of  whooping  cough  cases  occur  in  children 
under  ten  years  of  age,  and  assessments  of  the  effectiveness  of  immunisation  in  children  up  to 
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the  age  of  five  show  that  the  attack  rate  in  an  immunised  child  is  much  less  than  in  a  non- 
immunised  child.  It  is  therefore  strongly  recommended  that  every  mother  takes  advantage  of 
the  primary  and  booster  immunisation  services  which  are  available.  This  disease  can  still  kill 
a  young  child,  and  for  those  who  survive,  the  risk  of  permanent  complications  is  always  present. 

During  1957,  the  number  of  whooping  cough  notifications  was  702  compared  with  1,179 
in  1956.  It  is  hoped  that  by  increasing  the  level  of  immunity  in  all  children  under  the  age  of 
ten  the  spread  of  infection  will  be  considerably  reduced.  If  all  children  were  immunised, 
it  might  produce  a  sufficient  standard  of  immunity  to  stop  the  spread  of  the  disease  altogether. 

6.  Population.  (Diagram  page  10  and  Table  1). 

The  change  of  population  in  the  County  over  the  past  twelve  years  is  shown  in  diagram  10. 
This  shows  a  fairly  consistent  natural  increase  during  the  period,  but  the  immigration  increase 
shows  sharp  rises  during  1948  and  1949  and  again  during  the  years  1954  to  1957. 

7.  Geriatrics. 

The  number  of  people  aged  65  and  over  in  this  County  has  doubled  during  the  last  twenty- 
five  years,  and  there  are  now  approximately  56,000  in  this  age-group.  It  is  expected  that  this 
number  will  go  on  increasing  for  the  next  twenty  years. 

The  domiciliary  services  for  this  section  of  the  community  have  been  increasingly  developed, 
and  it  is  estimated  that  during  1957  about  one  in  every  eleven  persons  in  the  65  and  over  age- 
group  received  some  form  of  assistance  from  the  nursing,  home  help  or  care  and  after-care 
services.  The  adequate  provision  of  such  services  throughout  the  County  is  essential,  especially 
for  those  living  alone. 

8.  Nursing  Services.  (Tables  16,  18,  19). 

Staffing  and  Housing. 

When  the  functions  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  were  taken  over  by  the  Council 
in  July,  1949,  the  whole-time  and  part-time  staff  employed  was  equal  to  a  strength  of  147  nurses 
(105  district  nurse  midwives  and  42  health  visitors)  whilst  at  May,  1958  the  whole-time  and 
part-time  staff  employed  was  equal  to  a  whole-time  strength  of  224  nurses  (140  district  nurse 
midwives  and  84  health  visitors.) 

The  Council’s  training  scheme  for  health  visitors  and  district  nurses  has  helped  to  bring 
about  the  increase  in  nursing  staff  as,  at  the  end  of  1957,  there  were  twenty-eight  health  visitors 
and  nineteen  district  nurse  midwives  employed  who  had,  since  1949,  been  trained  as  County 

candidates. 

The  satisfactory  housing  of  domiciliary  nurses  is  very  important  in  obtaining  and  keeping 
their  services,  so  that  the  increase  of  77  nurses  in  the  past  nine  years  can  be  regarded  as  due, 
partly  at  least,  to  the  increased  accommodation  provided,  particularly  in  the  specially  designed 
flats  and  houses  built  by  the  Council. 

Midwifery. 

Domiciliary  midwives  employed  by  the  Authority  attended  3,348  deliveries  during  the 
year,  compared  with  2,908  last  year.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  early  hospital 
discharges  coming  into  their  care,  which  placed  a  further  burden  on  the  service. 

All  County  domiciliary  midwives  are  qualified  to  administer  inhalation  analgesia,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  103  gas  and  air  sets  were  in  use.  Of  the  deliveries  attended,  2,877  had  gas 

and  air  administered. 

Home  Nursing. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  District  Nursing  Service  attended  7,982  cases.  Although 
there  has  been  a  tendency  for  the  number  of  cases  to  decrease  slightly  during  the  last  five  years, 
the  total  number  of  visits  made  has  steadily  increased.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  increasing 
proportion  of  injections  that  nurses  are  called  upon  to  give  at  the  present  time,  especially  to 
diabetics,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  proportion  of  elderly  patients  attended  has  steadily  risen. 
Many  of  the  elderly  patients  attended  are  suffering  from  diseases  of  a  chronic  nature,  and  con¬ 
stant  general  care  is  required.

The  pattern  of  nursing  procedure  is  constantly  changing  owing  to  the  advancement  of  treat¬ 
ment  techniques,  and  it  is  expected  that,  on  the  introduction  of  oral  insulin  for  diabetic  cases, 
the  number  of  injections  will  begin  to  decrease. 

The  provision  of  nursing  and  sick  room  equipment  greatly  assists  the  work  of  the  district 
nurse.  The  use  of  hydraulic  hoists  is  essential  for  paralysed  patients,  and  a  new  type  of  mattress 
in  present  use  is  of  great  service  in  healing  cases  referred  with  bed  sores,  and  in  the  prevention 
of  such  cases. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  requested  information  on  the  effectiveness  of  the  Home  Nursing 
Service  in  relieving  the  pressure  on  hospitals  and  institutions.  In  order  to  provide  an  estimate, 
a  survey  was  made  throughout  the  County,  covering  those  new  cases  attended  during  a  three 
monthly  period.  This  covered  1,800  patients,  attended  by  district  nurses  alone  or  in  collab¬ 
oration  with  a  home  help.  The  information  was  based  on  the  personal  opinion  of  the  nurse 
attending  the  case.  This  showed  that  in  approximately  half  of  the  cases  attended,  some  insti¬ 
tutional  accommodation  would  have  been  required  had  these  services  not  been  available.  When 
this  percentage  is  related  to  all  cases  attended  during  the  year,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  annual 
saving  of  institutional  accommodation  is  considerable. 

Health  Visiting. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  health  visitors  is  rising,  and  this  service  continues  to  do  much 
useful  work  in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine.  The  greater  number  of  visits  paid  to  expectant 
mothers  and  children  under  one  during  the  year  is  a  reflection  of  the  higher  birth  rate.  An 
increasing  amount  of  time  is  now  being  taken  up  in  the  visiting  of  elderly  people,  and  the 
contact  with  this  section  of  the  community,  especially  those  living  alone,  ensures  that  nursing 
care  and/or  home  help  are  provided  where  necessary. 


9.  Child  Welfare  Centres.  (Table  on  page  38). 

There  are  now  106  centres  in  operation  in  the  County,  providing  312  sessions  monthly. 
In  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Area  a  new  centre  was  opened  at  Falcon  Lodge,  whilst  in  the  Central 
Area  an  additional  three  centres  were  available — at  The  School,  Gaydon,  The  Community  Centre 
at  Lillington,  and  at  the  Women’s  Institute  Hut  at  Bishops  Tachbrook. 

The  annual  number  of  births  for  1956/57  was  just  over  9,000,  and  the  number  of  new  babies 
under  one  year  of  age  who  attended  the  centres  was  8,064. 


10.  Uptake  of  Vitamin  Products.  (Table  53). 

Following  a  report  of  the  Joint  Sub-Committee  on  Welfare  Foods,  the  supply  of  orange 
juice  for  children  over  2  years  of  age  was  discontinued  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Reductions 
are  being  made  in  the  Vitamin  D  content  of  the  National  Dried  Milk  and  the  Cod  Liver  Oil  issued. 


11.  Illegitimate  Child  and  Its  Mother.  (Table  20). 

The  number  of  women  who  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Social  Worker  during  the  year  was 
239,  a  similar  number  to  last  year.  The  proportion  of  these  women  who  required  ante-natal 
and/or  post-natal  accommodation  was,  however,  about  10%  higher. 

The  occurrence  of  illegitimate  births  in  young  girls  aged  seventeen  and  under  appears 
to  be  increasing — 33  being  referred  to  the  Social  Worker  this  year  compared  with  26  in  the 
previous  year. 

Of  the  207  illegitimate  children  born  during  the  year  and  known  to  the  Social  Worker, 
71  were  adopted. 


12.  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Registration  Act,  1948. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  five  daily  minders  were  registered,  covering  35  children. 
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13.  Registration  of  Nursing  and  Maternity  Homes.  (Table  24). 

Three  new  homes  were  registered  during  the  year,  one  at  Four  Oaks,  Sutton  Coldfield, 
one  at  Olton,  Solihull,  and  one  at  Leamington  Spa  in  the  Central  Area.  These  three  homes 
provide  a  total  of  83  beds  for  cases  other  than  maternity.  One  home  in  the  Sutton  Coldfield 
Area,  which  provided  18  beds  for  cases  other  than  maternity,  closed  during  the  year. 

In  all  there  are  now  fourteen  Nursing  and  Maternity  Homes  registered,  which  provide 
55  maternity  beds  and  164  other  beds. 


14.  Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Pre-school  Children.  (Tables 

22  and  23). 

In  some  areas  of  the  County,  evening  sessions  for  the  treatment  of  mothers  continue 
to  be  popular,  and  their  number  could  be  increased  if  more  staff  were  available.  Formerly,  it 
was  noticed  that  mothers  were  inclined  to  leave  dental  treatment  too  long  and,  in  consequence, 
a  large  number  of  teeth  which  could  have  been  saved  had  to  be  extracted.  In  fact,  the  idea 
prevailed  that  fillings  were  useless,  as  teeth  would  ultimately  have  to  be  extracted.  At  the 
present  time,  however,  this  resistance  appears  to  be  lessening,  and  more  and  more  mothers  are 
coming  to  accept  gratefully  preventative  treatment  by  fillings.  There  is,  however,  a  large 
proportion  of  mothers  presenting  themselves  after  confinement  who  should  have  had  complete 
dental  treatment  early  in  pregnancy. 

Last  year  more  mothers  completed  the  course  of  treatment  which  had  been  prescribed 
than  was  the  case  in  the  previous  year.  The  disturbance  of  extractions  and  fillings  of  teeth 
should  be  carried  out  early  in  pregnancy.  It  is  of  great  benefit,  both  to  the  mother  and  the 
child,  if  the  later  part  of  pregnancy  can  be  continued  with  no  dental  sepsis  or  operative  inter¬ 
ference. 

The  teeth  of  the  child  are  formed  whilst  the  baby  is  still  in  utero,  and  sepsis  in  the  mother’s 
mouth  must  circulate  through  her  blood,  so  that  there  is  the  possibility  that  the  toxins  pass 
to  the  unborn  child  and  adversely  affect  its  development. 

Seven  hundred  and  sixteen  children  from  two  to  five  years  of  age  were  presented  for  treat¬ 
ment  and  examination.  This  number  is,  however,  very  small  compared  with  the  estimated 
number  in  the  County,  which  is  about  24,000.  It  would  be  an  advantage  to  mothers  if  the  chil¬ 
dren  were  presented  merely  for  examination  at  the  clinics  when  a  dentist  was  present,  and  were 
then  taken  to  their  own  dentists.  Far  too  many  children  are  still  entering  school  with  grossly 
septic  mouths.  This  is  leading  to  many  of  the  molar  teeth  of  the  first  set  being  extracted  at  an 
early  age  and,  in  consequence,  the  space  required  for  the  permanent  teeth  is  often  lost,  resulting, 
when  the  permanent  teeth  eventually  erupt,  in  overcrowding  and  malformation  of  the  mouth. 
Septic  teeth  in  a  child’s  mouth  not  only  give  it  a  mild  toxaemia,  but  are  painful  and  have  an 
adverse  effect  on  the  child’s  development  in  that  it  is  unable  to  masticate  and  digest  its  food 
properly. 

15.  Fluoridation  of  Water  Supply. 

The  natural  content  of  fluoride  in  domestic  drinking  water  varies  throughout  the  country. 
It  has  been  found  that  in  naturally  low  content  areas,  a  higher  incidence  of  dental  decay  exists. 

In  N.  America,  various  factors  relating  to  fluoridation  have  been  under  study  for  some 
considerable  time,  and  the  controlled  addition  of  fluorides  (to  adjust  the  content  to  the  beneficial 
natural  level)  began  in  1945.  From  such  long-term  surveys,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  artificial 
addition  of  fluoride,  where  necessary,  is  of  substantial  benefit,  having  resulted  in  great  reductions 
in  the  rate  of  dental  decay  in  children. 

The  enamel  of  most  secondary  teeth  is  formed  during  the  first  eight  years  of  life,  and 
children  who  ingest  the  required  level  of  fluoride  from  birth  obtain  the  greatest  benefit. 

Some  fluoridation  projects  in  this  country  where  the  water  supplies  contain  almost  no 
natural  fluorides,  are  now  under  way.  Pre-survey  examinations  of  a  cross-section  of  the  children 
in  the  fluoridation  and  control  areas  have  shown  once  again  that  very  few  school  children  are 
free  from  dental  caries.  Counties  such  as  Warwickshire,  which  have  a  very  low  natural  fluoride 
content  in  their  water  supplies,  are  following  the  results  of  fluoridation  with  great  interest. 
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16.  Health  of  Children  in  Problem  Families. 

The  increasing  development  of  the  social  services  has  brought  about  a  more  general 
awareness  of  the  existence  of  those  families  who  live  in  a  state  of  perpetual  squalor.  This 
type  of  family  is  a  social  problem  in  as  much  as  they  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  take  advantage 
of  the  various  social  services  which  are  available  ;  the  children  are  neglected  and  are  apt  to 
become  future  problem  families. 

Such  families  are  brought  to  notice  by  health  visitors  who  come  in  contact  with  them 
in  their  day  to  day  work  with  children  under  five,  by  head  teachers  who  notice  hungry,  ill- 
shod,  dirty  and  neglected  children  in  their  schools,  and  by  probation  officers.  All  floating 
populations  contain  a  proportion  of  these  families. 

Problem  family  workers  are  now  operating  in  the  North-Eastern,  Eastern,  Central  and 
Southern  Areas,  and  useful  work  is  being  carried  out.  The  objective  measurement  of  such 
work  is  difficult,  as  the  true  benefit  can  only  be  assessed  by  many  years  follow-up  of  the  children 
concerned.  Much  can,  however,  be  done  to  help  some  families. 

Stability  is  only  achieved  by  long-term  supervision,  as  a  result  of  which  home  standards 
are  improved  and  the  children  gain  some  benefit  from  the  example  of  the  worker,  but  there  is 
some  indifference  to  any  help  which  is  offered.  Irregular  income  makes  budget  training  very 
difficult,  and  in  many  cases  help  with  this  is  refused. 


17.  Home  Help  Service.  (Diagrams  pages  22,  23  and  Tables  45-48). 

The  continuously  increasing  population,  advancing  age-structure,  and  limited  hospital 
and  institutional  accommodation,  have  made  the  expansion  of  the  domiciliary  health  services 
inevitable.  During  the  last  seven  years,  the  number  of  cases  attended  by  the  Home  Help  Service 
has  doubled.  In  1957,  a  total  of  2,078  cases  was  attended,  925  for  short-term  periods  of  up 
to  three  months  and  1,153  for  periods  of  three  months  and  over.  In  all,  a  total  of  573  hours 
for  every  1,000  people  in  the  population  was  provided. 

Over  half  the  cases  who  required  assistance  during  the  year  were  65  years  of  age  or  over, 
and  the  majority  of  these  people  required  the  services  of  a  home  help  for  periods  of  three  months 
or  more.  Many  of  the  cases  attended  live  alone  and  are  suffering  from  chronic  illnesses  or 
are  aged  and  infirm.  In  roughly  45%  of  these  cases,  institutional  accommodation  of  some 
type  would  have  been  necessary  had  the  Home  Help  and  District  Nursing  Services  not  been 
available. 


18.  Care  and  After  Care  Equipment.  (Diagram  page  24  and  Table  43). 

Each  year,  more  items  of  sick  room  and  nursing  equipment  are  supplied  on  loan  by  this 
service  to  patients  who  are  discharged  early  from  hospital,  and  to  those  who  are  nursed  entirety 
in  their  own  homes.  A  large  proportion  of  the  requests  come  through  the  Domiciliary  Nursing 
Service,  but  requests  are  also  received  from  hospitals  and  general  practitioners.  During  1957, 
a  total  of  971  patients  had  items  of  equipment  loaned  to  them. 

In  order  to  obtain  more  detailed  information  regarding  the  various  aspects  of  this  service, 
two  Areas  in  the  County — the  North-Western  and  the  Southern — co-operated  in  a  survey  of 
those  patients  having  equipment  on  loan  during  December.  The  population  in  these  two  areas 
is  just  under  one  quarter  of  the  total  population,  and  the  combined  proportion  of  people  aged 
65  and  over  is  similar  to  the  County  average. 

It  was  shown  that  6%  of  the  total  patients  were  under  16  years  of  age,  and  were  mainly 
spastics,  post-poliomyelitis  cases  or  congenitally  malformed.  Twenty-three  per  cent  were 
between  the  ages  of  16  and  64,  and  a  third  of  these  patients  were  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 
The  remaining  71%  were  aged  65  and  over,  and  most  of  the  conditions  in  this  age-group  wrere 
of  a  chronic  nature  associated  with  old  age.  Of  the  total  number  of  cases  surveyed,  38%  were 
men  and  62%  women,  which  is  due  to  the  far  greater  excess  of  women  in  the  older  age-groups. 
Just  under  two-thirds  of  the  cases  had  a  district  nurse  and  home  help  also  attending. 
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19.  Occupational  Therapy  Scheme. 

During  the  year,  the  Occupational  Therapist  visited  54  patients,  32  of  whom  were  men 
and  22  women.  The  majority  of  these  patients  were  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  In  all,  a  total 
of  593  visits  was  made. 

Some  patients  who  have  been  taught  crafts  in  Sanatoria  continue  well  at  home  with  occas¬ 
ional  visits  by  the  Occupational  Therapist  to  give  help  and  advice,  but  for  those  who  have  had 
no  previous  instruction  rather  more  teaching  is  required.  The  main  crafts  which  are  being 
carried  out  are  weaving,  basketry  and  embroidery.  The  sale  of  their  handicrafts  on  completion 
is  a  great  problem. 

20.  Health  Education. 

Keeping  the  population  healthy  requires  hard  and  continuous  effort.  In  many  cases 
people  are  not  aware  of  what  can  be  done  for  them  or  their  children,  and  the  acceptance  of  the 
innumerable  procedures  is  entirely  voluntary. 

There  are  about  9,000  new  babies  every  year,  and  many  of  the  parents  of  these  children 
have  to  be  taught  the  essentials  of  nutrition  and  how  to  guard  the  babies  from  infection.  In¬ 
formation  and  advice  is  given  to  them  on  the  methods  of  preventing  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis, 
smallpox  and  whooping  cough. 

Health  Education  is  developed  by  the  use  of  posters,  lectures,  informal  talks  and  advice, 
and  much  useful  work  is  done  each  year  by  midwives,  district  nurses  and  health  visitors  who 
come  into  close  contact  with  people  in  their  own  homes  and  in  the  clinics.  Many  lectures  are 
given  to  organised  bodies,  such  as  Women’s  Institutes  and  various  clubs.  Class  instruction  to 
older  children  in  the  schools  is  also  being  extended. 

Besides  the  basic  principles  of  hygiene  and  nutrition,  a  wide  field  of  subjects  is  covered, 
such  as  mothercraft,  prevention  of  accidents  in  the  home,  dental  care,  and  smoking  and  lung 
cancer. 

Visual  aids  are  found  to  be  of  great  importance  in  this  type  of  work,  and  much  use  is  made 
of  flannel  graphs,  charts  and  films. 

Preparation  for  Motherhood.  Classes.  (Table  17). 

Preparation  for  motherhood  classes  are  now  held  in  most  areas  of  the  County,  and  during 
1957,  904  women  attended,  making  3,782  attendances  in  all. 

Relaxation  classes  are  held,  and  instruction  is  given  in  the  preparation  for  the  actual 
confinement,  including  the  use  of  gas  and  air  machines,  and  the  care  of  the  newly -born  child. 
Films  are  widely  used,  and  husbands  are  encouraged  to  take  an  interest  and  to  attend  such 
sessions. 

By  the  development  of  such  classes,  combined  with  constant  ante-natal  supervision  by 
hospital,  medical  and  nursing  staff,  efforts  are  made  to  ensure  a  healthy  pregnancy  and  keep 
the  possibility  of  toxaemia  to  a  minimum.  A  considerable  reduction  occurred  in  the  number  of 
stillbirths  during  the  year,  and  the  rate  of  17.0  per  1,000  total  births  was  the  lowest  yet  recorded. 
Although  the  stillbirths  and  infant  death  rate  still  remains  high,  these  downward  trends  give  some 
indication  of  the  benefit  which  is  being  obtained  from  these  services.  Such  surveys  as  the  Peri¬ 
natal  Mortality  Survey  (a  national  survey  in  which  the  County  co-operated)  should  provide  valu¬ 
able  information  in  helping  further  to  reduce  infant  mortality. 

21.  New  Claims  for  National  Insurance.  (Table  52). 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  new  claims  for  National  Insurance  that  the  September  and  Dec¬ 
ember  quarters  showed  a  significant  increase,  being  a  reflection  of  the  influenza  epidemic  which 
passed  through  this  country  in  the  late  autumn.  It  was  fortunately  of  a  mild  type,  but,  as 
will  be  noted  from  the  mortality  statistics,  the  number  of  deaths  registered  from  pneumonia 
and  influenza  showed  an  increase. 

A  vaccine  was  designed  to  give  protection  against  the  Asian  type  of  influenza,  and  this 
was  offered  to  certain  groups  of  special  personnel  particularly  exposed  to  infection,  such  as  doctors 
and  nurses.  As  the  disease  was  of  so  mild  a  nature,  no  mass  vaccination  was  considered  necess¬ 
ary. 
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22.  Milk  and  Dairies  Administration.  (Tables  58-61). 

On  the  1st  April,  1957,  a  further  Specified  Area  Order  was  brought  into  operation,  thus 
making  the  whole  of  the  County  a  specified  area,  with  the  effect  that  milk  retailed  must  be  either 
“  Pasteurised,”  “  Sterilised  ”  or  "  Tuberculin  Tested.”  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  granted  a  dispensation  for  the  retail  sale  of  non-designated  milk  to  two  producers. 
Milk  from  these  two  farms  was  submitted  to  more  frequent  biological  examination  for  tuber¬ 
culosis  and  brucellosis,  and  fortunately  only  negative  results  have  been  obtained. 

Before  the  Specified  Area  Order  came  into  force,  two  samples  of  milk  from  non-designated 
milks  submitted  to  a  biological  examination  for  the  presence  of  brucellosis  were  reported  positive, 
and  the  offending  animals  in  the  herds  identified  and  isolated.  In  the  meantime  the  Specified 
Area  Order  came  into  force  and  the  producers  ceased  milk  retailing,  the  milk  being  despatched 
to  a  dairy  for  pasteurisation. 

There  were  80  "  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  herds  in  the  County  from  which  milk  was  retailed 
under  designation  in  its  raw  state.  This  milk  is  sampled  and  tested  for  tubercle  bacillus,  and 
as  usual  the  majority  of  it  remained  free  from  tuberculosis  infection.  During  the  last  four 
years  we  have  had  over  400  continuously  negative  samples,  but  in  December,  1957,  a  biological 
sample  from  one  of  these  herds  was  reported  to  contain  living  tubercle  bacilli.  The  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  informed  immediately,  and  served  a  compulsory  pasteurisation 
notice  on  the  producer,  which  was  kept  in  force  until  the  herd  was  declared  free  from  infection. 
The  Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was 
also  informed,  and  as  a  result  of  his  investigation  one  cow  was  taken  for  slaughter  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order.  No  positive  results  were  obtained  from  the  biological  samples  submitted 
for  brucellosis  from  the  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  herds. 

Ten  pasteurising  plants  and  one  sterilising  plant  were  licensed  by  the  County  Council  for 
the  year  1957.  Each  licensed  dairy  was  visited  at  frequent  intervals  and  the  records,  tempera¬ 
ture  charts  and  methods  in  the  dairy  observed.  Samples  of  the  pasteurised  milk  were  shown 
to  be  free  from  tubercle  bacilli,  the  few  sample  failures  were  in  the  methylene  blue  and  phos¬ 
phatase  tests,  which  are  of  technical  significance  only.  Immediate  investigations  were  made 
into  the  cause  of  these  failures  however,  but  no  serious  defect  was  found. 

Supplies  of  milk  to  schools  were  sampled  for  the  methylene  blue  and  phosphatase  test. 
These  samples,  for  reasons  of  economy  and  convenience,  were  taken  under  more  exacting  con¬ 
ditions,  after  delivery,  than  the  samples  taken  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations.  Samples 
of  washed  bottles  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  In  addition,  samples  of  milk 
for  examination  were  taken  from  supplies  made  under  contract  to  hospitals  on  behalf  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  Altogether  some  189  of  these  samples,  classed  as  miscellaneous,  were 
taken  during  the  year. 

23.  Clean  Air. 

The  parts  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  dealing  with  the  installation  of  new  furnaces,  the 
height  of  chimneys,  smoke  control  areas,  pollution  from  colliery  spoilbanks,  the  making  of 
building  byelaws,  research  and  publicity,  came  into  force  on  the  31st  December,  1956.  On 
the  1st  June,  1958,  the  remaining  provisions  of  the  Act  come  into  operation,  and  these  deal 
with  the  reduction  of  grit  and  dust  from  furnaces,  smoke  from  railway  engines  and  vessels. 
On  the  same  day,  regulations  prescribing  the  permitted  limits  for  the  emission  of  dark  smoke 
become  effective. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  mention  was  made  of  an  inaugural  meeting  being  held  to  establish 
a  Clean  Air  Council  for  the  geographical  County  of  Warwickshire,  to  act  as  an  advisory  and 
technical  body  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  members  to  implement  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 
During  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  a  technical  committee  of  Medical  Officers  and  Public  Health 
Inspectors  worked  on  a  scheme  to  provide  measuring  and  recording  instruments  and  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  analysis  of  the  various  samples.  Members  of  the  committee  surveyed 
approximately  one  hundred  sites  on  which  it  was  proposed  that  instruments  be  installed. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  over  eighty  sites  have  now  been  equipped  with  fifty-five  lead 
peroxide  candles,  forty-two  deposit  gauges  and  twenty-eight  daily  smoke  filters  and  volumetric 
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sulphur-dioxide  instruments.  The  work  of  this  body  is  essentially  a  long-term  project,  as  it 
will  be  necessary  for  readings  of  the  instruments  to  be  made  over  a  period  to  get  a  reliable  picture 
of  the  various  problems. 

Daily  smoke  filters  and  volumetric  sulphur-dioxide  instruments  have  been  installed  at 
senior  schools  at  which  the  staff  and  senior  pupils  carry  out  the  daily  operations.  There  are 
nineteen  such  instruments.  In  this  way,  some  of  the  future  generation  are  made  aware  of  the 
problems  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

24.  County  Ambulance  Service.  (Diagram  page  25  and  Tables  54,  55  and  56). 

During  the  year  1957,  there  was  petrol  rationing,  and  in  consequence  special  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  to  conserve  the  use  of  vehicles.  Although  to  some  extent  this  incon¬ 
venienced  the  patients,  it  did  save  considerable  mileage.  Rail  services  were  used  much  more 
extensively,  and  journeys  were  more  closely  co-ordinated.  This  meant  that  some  patients  were 
kept  waiting,  or  had  to  endure  rather  longer  journeys  than  was  desirable.  As  a  result,  the 
overall  mileage  of  the  ambulance  and  W.V.S.  hospital  car  service  dropped  by  44,049  to  1,107,584, 
the  lowest  recorded.  During  the  three  previous  years  there  has  been  a  slight  reduction  in  the 
number  of  patients  and  mileage,  and  an  estimate  would  indicate  that  this  downward  trend  is 
continuing,  although  the  special  circumstances  of  petrol  rationing  make  an  accurate  assessment 
difficult. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  service,  there  have  been  difficulties  in  conveying  certain  patients 
who  do  not  come  under  the  terms  of  Section  27  of  the  original  Act.  In  general  they  are  patients 
who  are  being  nursed  at  home  and  must  have  ambulance  transport  to  another  private  house. 
The  National  Health  Service  (Amendment)  Act,  1957,  removes  these  difficulties,  as  it  enables 
an  Ambulance  Service  to  carry  these  patients  for  an  appropriate  charge.  The  Act  further 
makes  it  permissible  for  ambulance  transport  to  stand  by  at  public  and  sporting  functions  and 
for  a  charge  to  be  made  to  the  promoters.  Although  the  number  of  requests  is  small,  the 
extended  service  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  ambulance  service  provided  special  cover  for  the  Boy  Scouts  Jubilee  Jamboree  in 
Sutton  Park,  Sutton  Coldfield,  which  lasted  from  lst-12th  August,  1957.  During  the  period 
that  the  camp  was  struck,  there  were  numerous  cases  of  sickness,  particularly  Asian  influenza, 
and  whilst  the  majority  were  catered  for  in  the  Camp  hospital,  large  numbers  had  to  be  trans¬ 
ported  to  the  Birmingham  hospitals.  The  special  arrangements  proved  very  satisfactory  and 
were  greatly  appreciated  by  the  organisers  and  those  attending  the  Camp. 

The  ambulance  service  also  took  part  in  the  Borough  of  Nuneaton  Charter  celebrations, 
and  the  general  public  were  invited  to  inspect  the  Nuneaton  Depot  and  its  vehicles. 

An  experiment  into  the  methods  of  minor  repairs  and  maintenance  has  been  set  up, 
using  a  mobile  unit  and  team.  This  unit  inspects  and  maintains  the  vehicles  at  the  ambulance 
depots  and  a  comprehensive  report  from  the  County  Transport  Officer  in  1958  indicates  that 
in  his  opinion  it  is  both  satisfactory  and  economical.  The  efficiency  of  the  service  has  been 
improved  by  cutting  out  the  long  journeys  and  waiting  period  at  the  Central  Repair  Department. 

The  Grendon  and  Sutton  Coldfield  depots  were  equipped  with  diesel  ambulances,  dual- 
purpose  vehicles  and  sitting-case  cars.  From  a  clear  six  months’  working  of  these  vehicles, 
there  is  indication  that  the  anticipated  economies  from  fitting  diesel  engines  are  being  realised.

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During  the  last  20  years,  substantial  improvement  has  occurred  in  the  stillbirth  and  infant  mortality  rates  (see  table  2),  but  as  commented  last  year,  the  perinatal 
mortality  (stillbirths  and  infant  deaths)  is  still  too  high.  In  order  to  make  a  comprehensive  study  of  this  problem  (which  accounts  for  some  30,000  deaths 
annually  throughout  the  country)  a  national  survey  is  being  conducted  covering  3  months  of  1958,  in  which  this  County  is  co-operating.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
information  will  contribute  to  a  future  reduction  in  the  rate.

It  will  be  noted  from  this  diagram  that  the  smallpox  vaccination  level  is  lower  than  that  for 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough. 

No  case  of  smallpox  has  been  recorded  in  Warwickshire  for  25  years,  but  sporadic  outbreaks 
still  occur  in  Britain  from  time  to  time,  usually  conveyed  from  countries  abroad  where  the 
disease  is  still  prevalent.  In  Calcutta  over  2,000  DEATHS  occurred  from  smallpox  during  1957. 

As  such  cities  can  be  reached  by  air  within  3  days,  it  is  essential  that  a  reasonable  level 
of  immunity  be  maintained  in  this  country.

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MENTAL  HEALTH. 


1  Administration. 

(1)  Constitution  and  Meetings  of  Mental  Health  Sub- Committee. 

The  responsibility  for  the  administration  of  the  functions  of  the  Council  relating  to  the 
mental  health  service  has  been  delegated  to  the  Mental  Health  Services  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Health  Committee.  Meetings  of  the  Sub-Committee  have  been  held  at  quarterly  intervals  during 
the  year. 

(2)  Staff  employed  in  the  Mental  Health  Service. 

The  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Mental  Health  Services  Sub-Committee  is  Mr. 
H.  J.  Kotch,  the  Mental  Health  Officer,  who  has  supplied  this  section  of  my  report.  Dr.  Henry 
Brougham  Leech,  B.A.,  B.Ch.,  M.D.,  B.A.O.,  has  continued  to  act  as  Medical  Adviser  to  the 
Committee  and  the  medical  staff  of  this  Department  have  also  been  available  when  required  in 
connection  with  the  Mental  Health  Service. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  ten  officers  of  the  Council  authorised  to  act  as  Duly 
Authorised  Officers  for  the  purposes  of  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts.  Eight  of  these 
officers  were  located  in  the  seven  areas  of  the  County  and  two  at  headquarters. 

The  visiting  of  mental  defectives  in  their  homes  is  carried  out  by  a  female  visitor  and  by  a 
Duly  Authorised  Officer  at  headquarters.  The  two  Duly  Authorised  Officers  at  headquarters 
act  as  Petitioning  Officers  for  the  purposes  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  and  the  admission 
of  mental  defectives  to  hospitals  is  arranged  from  headquarters. 

One  home  teacher  has  continued  to  undertake  the  training  of  mentally  defective  children 
in  their  own  homes  in  the  North-Western  area  of  the  County,  where  it  has  not  yet  been  possible 
to  open  an  Occupation  Centre. 

(3)  Co-ordination  with  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  Hospital  Management  Committees. 

Assistance  has  been  given  to  Hospital  Management  Committees  by  the  Council’s  Officers 

in  the  provision  of  reports  upon  the  home  circumstances  of  patients  in  connection  with  holidays, 
licence  and  the  reconsideration  of  Orders  for  detention  etc.  and  in  the  supervision  of  mentally 
defective  patients  on  licence  within  the  County.  There  were  32  such  patients  under  super¬ 
vision  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

2  Work  undertaken  in  the  Community. 

(1)  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  :  Prevention,  Care  and  After-Care. 

Psychiatric  out-patient  clinics  at  various  hospitals  in  the  County  are  provided  and  staffed 
by  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  after-care  of  patients  discharged  from  the  Central  Hospital,  Hatton,  has  been  under¬ 
taken  by  the  Social  Workers  of  that  Hospital. 

219  patients  leaving  other  mental  hospitals  to  addresses  in  the  County  have  been  referred 
to  the  Council’s  Duly  Authorised  Officers  during  the  year  for  after-care  visits.

(c)  Defectives  awaiting  vacancies  in  Institutions. 

There  is  still  a  considerable  list  of  patients  awaiting  admission  to  mental  deficiency  hospitals. 
At  the  end  of  1957  there  were  81  patients  on  the  Council’s  waiting  list  as  compared  with  89  at 
the  end  of  the  previous  year.  Of  these  81  patients,  39  are  boys  under  the  age  of  16  years,  some 
of  whom  have  been  on  the  waiting  list  for  many  years.  It  is  unfortunately  most  difficult  to 
obtain  accommodation  even  for  those  cases  which  are  of  the  utmost  urgency. 

(ii)  Guardianship. 

There  were  38  patients  under  guardianship  in  the  County  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
These  patients  are  visited  in  accordance  with  the  Mental  Deficiency  Regulations  by  the 
Committee’s  Officers. 

(iii)  T raining. 

Training  for  mentally  defective  patients  remaining  at  their  homes  in  the  County  is  pro¬ 
vided  at  the  Council’s  four  Occupation  Centres  at  Knowle,  Nuneaton,  Rugby  and  Warwick. 
The  number  of  defectives  receiving  training  at  the  Centres  continues  to  grow  and  there  were 
121  Warwickshire  children  undergoing  training  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Special  transport  is  provided  by  the  Council  to  convey  defectives  to  the  Centres  at  Knowle, 
Nuneaton  and  Warwick,  a  new  system  of  transport  having  been  commenced  during  the  year 
at  the  Nuneaton  Centre  where  two  special  buses  are  now  in  use.  At  the  Knowle  and  Warwick 
Centres  the  defectives  living  at  a  distance  from  the  Centre  are  conveyed  by  buses  and  taxis  and 
in  all  cases  escorts  are  provided  on  the  vehicles. 

At  the  Rugby  Centre,  where  most  of  the  children  live  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the 
Centre,  a  coach  is  provided  by  the  local  branch  of  the  National  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped 
Children  and  a  grant  is  made  by  the  Council  towards  the  cost  of  the  service. 

Although  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  open  a  Centre  in  the  Sutton  Coldfield  area  of  the 
County,  training  is  provided  for  26  children  in  this  area  who  are  receiving  home  tuition.

Ambulances. 

In  “  emergencies  ”  only, 
members  of  the  public  may  call  for  an  ambulance  and  any  telephone  exchange  will 
connect  them  to  the  nearest  ambulance  depot.

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Convalescent 

Treatment. 

A  period  of  recuperative  convalescence  may  be  arranged  for  persons  whose  doctors 
consider  they  need  it.  Patients  are  required  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of 

such  convalescence  in  accordance  with  their  means.  Requests  for  this  service  must 
be  made  by'  the  patient’s  family  doctor  or  hospital  and  addressed  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shire  Hall,  Warwick.  All  requests  must  be  accompanied 
by  brief  medical  details  of  the  case. 

District  Nurses. 

Cover  all  districts  for  nursing  the  sick  of  all  ages  in  their  own  homes.  Addresses  and 
telephone  numbers  are  shown  in  telephone  directories  under  the  heading  “  Nursing 
Service  ”  Warwickshire  County  Council. 

Health  Visitors. 

Are  appointed  to  cover  all  districts,  to  give  advice  about  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children  and  social  problems  affecting  any  member  of  the  family.  They  act  as  school 
nurses  and  T.B.  health  visitors. 

Home  Helps. 

This  service  exists  to  provide  help  in  the  home  when  the  mother  is  ill  or  is  being  con¬ 
fined  at  home,  or  when  required  by  lone  or  aged  and  infirm  persons.  The  charge 
for  this  service  at  present  is  3/3d.  per  hour,  but  this  may  be  remitted,  wholly  or  par¬ 
tially,  according  to  means.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer 
(address  on  page  66). 

Loan  of  Nursing 
and  sick  room 
requisites. 

A  wide  range  of  articles  is  available  for  loan  to  households  where  there  is  a  sick  person. 
Usually  the  patient’s  hospital  or  medical  practitioner  will  arrange  any  necessary 
loan,  but  personal  application  may  be  made  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer  (address  on 
page  66).  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service. 

Maternity  Outfits. 

Are  supplied  in  all  cases  of  domiciliary  confinement.  Midwives  distribute  them  from 
their  stock  to  all  booked  cases.  Where  private  midwives  are  engaged  application 
for  outfits  must  be  made  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Shire  Hall,  Warwick,  and  a 
certificate  of  pregnancy  signed  by  the  patient’s  doctor  must  be  enclosed. 

Midwives. 

Are  appointed  to  cover  all  districts  for  the  conduct  of  home  confinements.  Addresses 
and  telephone  numbers  are  shown  in  telephone  directories  under  the  heading —

Occupational 

Therapy. 

A  scheme  has  been  introduced  by  the  Health  Committee  wheieby  persons  confined 
to  bed  or  to  their  homes,  suffering  from  injury  or  illness  of  some  months  duration,  or 
from  tuberculosis,  may  be  supplied  with  materials  with  which  to  occupy  their  time 
in  making  various  articles  of  their  choice.  Materials  supplied  at  cost  price  but  may 
be  free  in  necessitous  cases.  This  scheme  does  not  apply  to  cases  of  permanent  dis¬ 
ablement  through  injury  or  illness  (other  than  tuberculosis).  Enquiries  should  be 
addressed  to  the  local  District  Nurse,  the  Health  Visitor  at  the  nearest  Welfare  Centre, 
or  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer  (address  on  page  66). 

Private  Nursing 
and  Maternity 
Homes. 

Persons  desiring  to  open  private  nursing  and/or  maternity  homes  must  first  apply 
for  registration  to  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shire  Hall,  Warwick. 

The  Illegitimate 
Child  and  its 

Mother. 

The  Health  Committee  employs  a  Social  Worker  whose  duties  include  the  giving  of 
assistance  and  advice  where  such  is  needed  by  mothers  of  illegitimate  children.  A 
small  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Hostel  is  also  maintained  by  the  Committee  in  which, 
in  certain  cases,  mothers  may  be  sheltered  for  a  short  time  before  and,  if  necessary, 
after  the  birth  of  an  illegitimate  child.  Enquiries  should  be  addressed  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shire  Hall,  Warwick,  at  the  earliest  possible  date  before 
confinement  is  due. 
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Tuberculosis. 

There  are  Chest  Clinics  in  most  Areas  of  the  County  (for  addresses  see  page  48). 
Patients  attend  these  Clinics  on  the  recommendation  of  their  family  doctors. 

Extra  Nourishment 
for  T.  B.  patients. 

Additional  supplies  of  milk,  eggs  and  butter  may  be  supplied  free  of  cost  to  tuber¬ 
culous  patients  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  for  these  items  themselves.  Application 
for  this  type  of  assistance  should  be  made  to  the  Chest  Clinic  (address  on  page  48). 

Garden  Shelters 
for  T.  B.  patients. 

In  suitable  cases  the  Health  Committee  will  lend  and  erect,  without  charge,  an  out¬ 
door  shelter  so  that  the  patient  may  live  almost  entirely  in  the  open  air.  Applications 
or  enquiries  should  be  addressed  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer  (address  on  page  48). 

Vaccination  and 

Immunisation. 

Parents  who  desire  their  children  to  be  immunised  against  Diphtheria  and/or  vaccinated 
against  Smallpox,  Whooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis,  should  apply  to  their  family 
doctor,  their  nearest  Welfare  Centre  (address  on  page  38)  or  to  the  Area  Medical 
Officer  (address  on  page  66). 

Welfare  Foods.  (National  Dried  Milk,  orange  juice  and  cod  liver  oil).  The  principal  distribution 

points  are  the  child  welfare  centres  listed  on  page  38.  Information  about  other 
distribution  points  may  be  obtained  from  the  Area  Medical  Officer  (address  on 
page  66).
